1. Add the following regulation after Regulation 5: — 
“Powers to the Chairman, a Managing Director or 
Zonal Manager to delegate: 

5A. The Chairman or a Managing Director or a Zonal 
Manager may delegate his powers of “competent 
authority” under Regulations 33(1) 34, 64, 65, 67, 70, 
72, 74 and 89 to an officer not below the rank of 
an Assistant Divisional Manager”: 

2. Add second proviso to Regulation 21 reading as fol- 
lows : — 

“Provided further that during the three years, beginning 
from 1st September 1956, the Executive Commit- 
tee may, at its discretion, extend the service of 
a class I employee, who has completed sixty years 
of age for such period as may be specified but 
not exceeding one year at a time if such extension 
is considered necessary in the interest of the 
Corporation”.
